I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  for  the  year  1962, 

STATISTICS 


According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  shown  an  increase ^  being  17^000  as 
against  I698IO  the  previous  year  and  179440  in  I960, 

During  the  year  under  review  290  births  occurred 5  an  increase 
of  25  on  the  previous  year,  8  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these 
figures  to  the  population  the  Live  Birth  Rate  is  16. 9  an  increase  of 
1.3  on  the  previous  year 9  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  26,8  a  decrease  of 
2.5  on  the  year  I96I. 

6  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  20.7  2  deaths  occurred  within  the  first 

week  and  a  further  3  in  the  first  month. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  21  less  than 
in  the  previous  year 9  being  217  and  I4  less  than  in  i960  when  there 
were  231  deaths.  As  in  previous  years  the  main  cause  of  death  has  been 
disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels.  Relating  the  number  of  deaths 
to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  15«2  less 
by  1,6  than  in  1961. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  personal  health  sein;'ices  have  been  provided  in  the  district 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 9  through  its  Divisional  Health 
Administration  Scheme 9  as  the  Local  Health  Authority,  The  essential 
information  in  relation  to  these  services  is  given  in  Section  B  of  this 
Report,  Should  you  require  further  details  I  would  refer  you  to  my 
Annual  Report  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 

SAIilTARY  CIRCUMSTAIICBS 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  kept  under 
close  supervision.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  food  a-nd  v/ater 
suppliesj  housing  and  sanitation. 
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The  first  Smoke  Control  Area  has  been  surveyed  hut  the  decision 
to  make  an  order  has  been  deferred  for  the  time  being.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  an  opportunity  to  implement  the  Clean  Air  Act  will  not  be 
too  long  delayed.
